Oswald in the murder and assassination caso. He said that Bertrand indicated that 
he would visit him at the hospital Ictor, but failed to do 803 and that the follows 
ing day he learned that Oswald “had been murdered. 


He seems to feel that he had been previously contacted by Clay Bertrand in con 
nection with another cass, bit he could not place him or furnish any information 
to assist in identifying or locating him. He said that he had esked his secretary 
to check the records at his office concerning Oswald end Bertrand, but that she 
had been unable to locate any records pertaining to either of them. He said that

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DEAN ANDREWS, Attorney at Law, / Auduyon Building, 
New Orleans, presently confined Hotel Dieu Hospital, New 
Orleans, Louisiana, advised that he met’ LEE OSWALD shortly 
before July 4, 1963. He estimated the time of this meeting 
as late in the month of June, i963. He stated that OSWALD 
appeared at his office with Several individuals who impressed 
him as being homosexuals. ANDREWS stated that he could not 
remember the identity of the people who came to his office 
with OSWALD. He stated that he did not open a file on OSWALD 
and further that OSWALD did not pay him for any legal service, 
ANDREWS stated that OSWALD was concerned because he could not 
obtain employment and inguired of him if it would be possible 
to reopen his bad conduct discharge with the United States 
Marines, ANDREWS also stated he was interested in the 
immigration status of his wife and was concerned with the legal 
question of his citizenship/status and whether he had lost his 
American citizenship in Russia.

Either on the same date or on the day following 
his conversation with EVARISTO RODRIGUEZ, RUPERTO PENA, 
brother of ORESTES PENA, came into CARLOS BRINGUIER's 
Store located at 107 Decatur Street in New Orleans.
